SIXTEENTH ANNUAL REPORT 



OF tHE 



American College and Education Society. 



The Directors present herewith their Annual Report 
under circumstances which should inspire thanksgiving and 
hope. 

EDUCATION DEPARTMENT. 

During a year in which the imperative needs of our 
great benevolent organizations have pressed themselves with 
an urgency almost without precedent, this Society has con- 
tinued to enlist the favorable recognition and strong encour- 
agement of the churches. 

Its work in both branches has been carried on with reg- 
ularity, and with results which in certain important features 
show a success above that of any previous year. 

The Educational Department has been maintained by 
enlarged receipts from the ordinary sourceife; so that those 
who are in course of preparation for the ministry are fur- 
nished with new proof that they are remembered in the 
prayers and held in the sympathies of the Christian public. 

For the year ending April 30, 1890, the following sums 
for ministerial students have been recorded : 

Donations and refunded loans $22,936.35 

Legacies 9,928.84 

Income of Scholarship Fund 6,223.83 

$39,089.02 

This indicates an increase over last year's available funds 
for the young men of 1^3,451.66 in donations, and $6,1^8.84 
in legacies. 



8 Sixteenth Annual Report 

It will appear from the tabulated contributions of the 
churches during this year as compared with those of the 
previous, that the sum total from each State for the year 
now reported is greater than that of the preceding, save 
in the States of Michigan, Illinois, and Iowa. It will also 
appear that the largest sum from any of the States is from 
Connecticut. We take pleasure in congratulating this goodly 
Commonwealth upon having attained so worthy a supremacy. 

It is especially to be observed that this comparison shows 
an encouraging increase in most of the States which are now 
under the efiFective supervision of the Society's Western Sec- 
retary, Rev. T. Y. Gardner. 

As illustrative of the influence of this Society upon 
the ministry and churches of Ohio, we insert the following 
from Mr. Gardner : 

With a view to ascertaining the opinions of the clergy of this State 
concerning the work of the Education Society, and the extent to which 
this State relies on the work of the Education Society, the following 
circular was sent by your committee to the active pastors and the 
ordained ministers acting as professors in educational institutions and 
the secretaries of benevolent societies :

Dear Brother : As Association Committee on Ministerial Education, 
I wish to learn to what extent the Congregational Church of Ohio is 
indebted to the American College and Education Society for its Minis- 
terial force. 

Will you kindly answer the following questions, and return this with 
your signature. 

Your name will not be made public, as only summaries are desired.

1. Did you receive aid from the American College and Education 
Society during your College or Seminary course? 

2. Do you think that such aid is likely to have a harmful effect on 
the recipient ? 

Seventy-six responses were received, but there is every reason to 
believe that these are typical of the ministers of the State. The testi- 
mony is nearly unanimous that, to an earnest man, student aid carries no 
danger of harm. 
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The replies to the first question are put last because they furnish 
facts that have an important bearing on the situation. 

Responses, 76; aided, 35; unaided, 41. 

Professors, secretaries, etc., 11. 

Active pastors, 65 ; aided, 32 ; unaided, 33. 

Pastors of churches with more than 700 members, 4 ; aided, 3 ; 
unaided, i ; three fourths aided. 

With churches of 400-700, 4 ; aided, 2 ; unaided, 2. 

With churches of 200-400, 13 ; aided, 10 ; unaided, 3 ; over three 
fourths aided. 

With churches of more than 200 (total), 21; aided, 15; unaided, 6; 
over twQ thirds aided. 

With churches of less than 200,44; aided, 17; unaided, 27; under 
two fifths aided. 

Professors in college and theological seminary, 6 ; aided, 3 ; 
unaided, 3. 

Secretaries, 5 ; aided, o ; unaided, 5. 

The lesson is obvious. The College and Education Society is 
worthy of heartier support than even the advance in gifts of the past 
year shows. 

The money invested in ministerial education brings stronger, better 
equipped men to our churches, and becomes thus money invested in the 
interest of all our missionary work. Therefore, this Society is one that 
every church which has or expects to have a pastor, every church 
that would further the kingdom of Christ, cannot afford not to generously 
support.

It is worth noting that the responses indicate that, while (i) three 
fourths of the pastors of churches of over 700 members, and over 
three fourths of pastors of churches of 200 to 400 members, and over two 
thirds of all pastors of churches of over 200 members were aided, yet (2) 
less than two fifths of those having churches of less than 200 were 
aided. 

There are many excellent pastors whose present churches number 
less than 200 each. And many pastors of larger churches were once 
among the former, and rose to larger charges by the general law that 
each man finds his level. Judged by this law, the above is a noble show- 
ing of the grade of ministers whom our Education Society is bringing 
to the service of the churches. 
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During the period covered by this report the Society 
has aided 226 young men in nine (9) theological seminaries, 
and 133 young men in thirty (30) colleges. Total in semi- 
naries and colleges pursuing the regular course, 359. 

Of this number, 133 have come upon the Society's list 
this year for the first time.

Of the new men it will further appear that only forty 
three are from New England, while sixty-eight come from 
other States (especially from the Western), and twenty-two 
from foreign lands, or from parts not designated. The change 
which has been going on in this respect is becoming more 
and more marked. It is rio longer New England alone, nor 
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even principally, that furnishes our ministerial candidates. 
The larger proportion is now contributed from the West, 
where our greater and more growing populations already 
center. 

It is of supreme importance to the work of the minis- 
try that the young men of the section last designated see 
and feel the greatness both of the calling and of the opportu- 
nity which God thus opens to them. As, Western by birth, 
by early training, and by citizenship, it may justly be pre- 
sumed that they possess peculiar adaptations to ministerial 
work in Western fields. Equally presumable, therefore, is it 
that a peculiar pressure of the divine summons is upon them 
to prepare to enter those fields. May they in greatly increas- 
ing numbers show themselves obedient to this heavenly call. 

A net increase of those pursuing the fuller courses of 
study for the ministry by sixty-one in a single year is a 
fact whose meaning is Hable to be underrated. Considering 
the circumstances it stands for a great triumph — a triumph 
attained as in the face of strong odds against it. The drift 
of the times is overpoweringly secular and material; and 
none are more naturally inclined to yield to this influence 
than young men in course of a liberal education. To be able 
to record, therefore, a gain of threescore for the Christian 
ministry in one year is indeed a significant thing. Would 
it not seem to indicate on the part of such students a power 
of choice and a determination of purpose towards the service 
of God in the gospel which is the sure promise of success } 
We hail such indications with gladness and hope. 

But the question as to the adequacy of this increase, in 
our regular courses, to the existing needs may well be consid- 
ered in the light of facts like the following : 

At present about 1,300, or over 27 per cent of our pulpits are 
"vacant." We have added, net, in the last two years just 292 
churches to our Congregational list. Meantime we have lost 183 
ministers by death, besides losses by dismission and otherwise. 
Our seminaries have graduated so few for pastors that we have 
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been compelled to get over 300 ministers, during these two years 
alone, from other lands and denominations, from partial courses of 
study, or from those connected with no course of study. Even in 
our seven seminaries last year less than half the students were 
college graduates. Till very recently the proportion was two thirds. 
Thus the average of thorough educational preparation for our min- 
istry is declining, while popular intelligence is rising. 

Surely such statistics are proof sufficiently convincing 
that no increase, yet attained, of students in our regular 
courses can meet existing demands. 

They further show a state of things relative to the mat- 
ter of an educated ministry which is of the gravest signifi- 
cance. If the traditionally high standard of education in our 
ministry is, in such striking proportion, declining, what con- 
sideration would justify this Society in taking any step or 
abetting any influence that plainly must tend to help on this 
educational decline } 

On the other hand, if the present multiplication of our 
Congregational churches is at the rate of 146 a year, while 
the yearly increase of graduates from our seven theological 
seminaries scarcely covers the annual loss from our ministry 
by death, shall the policy of the Society still be for an edu- 
cated ministry alone ? Or, under the dire stress of the times, 
shall it consent to a modified policy which deems it better 
that our pulpits be supplied by a partially educated ministry 
than that they be left unsupplied } 

Faced by questions like these the Directors have not, on 
the whole, been in doubt as to the action which at least pro- 
visionally belonged to them to take. The vote in reference 
to this subject which governed their course the previous year, 
and which met with the approval of the Society at its last 
annual meeting, has been the basis likewise of their course 
during the year now reported upon. That vote was to the 
efiEect that, 

So far as the funds of the treasury would allow, after giving aid to 
our regular students, assistance be granted to worthy students for the 
ministry in special courses of study. 
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Accordingly the sum of $800 was granted daring the 
year to twenty (20) specials in Chicago Theological Seminary ; 
^560 to fourteen (14) specials in Oberlin; and ^150 to six (6) 
students in the German Theological Seminary at Crete, 
Nebraska. Total ^1,510. While believing that, under the 
circumstances, these grants ought to be made, the Directors 
feel that the conditions which call for such an expenditure of 
the Society's funds are profoundly to be deplored. 

In their judgment any state of things relative to the 
work of the gospel which renders hasty and imperfect prepa- 
ration in its ministry justifiable, implies a state of peculiar 
peril to the momentous interests which such work involves. 

The question as to how the conditions referred to may 
be changed for the better, and the increase of the implied 
danger forestalled, may well be considered by our churches 
as the question of the hour. 

As bearing upon its true answer we desire to empha- 
size herewith the following considerations: 

First. Quality in our ministry must ever be accounted 
of predominating importance, whatever be the lack in num- 
bers. We use this word as covering ministerial character, 
preparation, and general equipment in their best and broadest 
sense. 

In the Old Testament there is reference to a class of 
men of whom one is able to chase a thousand, and two to 
put ten thousand to flight. The principle implied therein 
is not confined to any far-back period in the history of the 
Lord's people. It has been substantially illustrated in every 
thoroughly true, well-furnished, and able minister of God 
through all the ages of the Church. It is illustrated today 
at home and abroad, throughout Christendom, to an extetit 
which should greatly encourage the heart of every one believ- 
ing in the gospel and longing for its dissemination. While, 
therefore, the cry for more ministers is legitimate and should 
reach the ear of all who have named the Lord's name, this cry 
should not fail to carry with it the appeal, of still greater 
moment, that the ministerial increase desired and urged be 
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marked by a corresponding increase of true ministerial power. 
To attain this is, without doubt, in the most direct line 
towards the solution of this great and vital question. Hence, 
we repeat with emphasis, that quality in our ministers should 
ever be deemed the primary consideration. They should be 
genuine men of God ; men with good natural abilities ; men 
consecrated to Christ and his cause ; learned men, so far as 
possible, in all that tends to add force and effectiveness to a 
true ministry of the Word. 

Moreover, even in instances where learning in this higher 
sense is circumstantially forbidden to those who would preach 
Christ, they should yet be men who know his Word by pro- 
found and true experience, and who will go forth as his min- 
istering servants to an ever broader and deeper understanding 
of his inspired truth. 

Numbers, as applied to such students, whether they 
be regulars or specials, may safely be advocated ; and our 
churches, more widely and more abundantly, may with safety 
contribute to aid such in their course of ministerial preparation. 

Second. Our churches occupy a position of special 
AND PRE-EMINENT RESPONSIBILITY as regards the provision 
of such a ministry. Under God they may properly be con- 
sidered as THE FOUNTAIN HEAD of influence in this direction. 

The stream will not rise higher than its source. The 
young men will interpret the work of the ministry about as 
the churches with whom they have to do interpret it Hence, 
do the churches evidently believe in the minister as one 
sent of God to preach the gospel of bis Son } Do they 
honor him as such, and as such pray for and sustain him } 
If so, then the young men of the parish will, doubtless, in a 
good degree be impressed in like manner. They also will 
honor the minister for his work's sake. This substantially 
means that the vocation of the minister will commend itself 
to them more and more as one of supreme worthiness and 
grandeur; one whose claim upon their own choice should 
be seriously and prayerfully considered when they come to 
weigh in earnest the matter of their personal life-work. 
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With most strict and solemn propriety, therefore, may 
every people constituting a Church of God interrogate them- 
selves as to the esteem in which they^hold him whom they 
have called in the name of the Lord to be their pastor and 
teacher. Do they entertain for him such respect as becomes 
the work for which he stands as representative among them ? 
Do they pray for him as the one sent to be their minister in 
the gospel — pray with a constancy and a fervency consist- 
ent with the sacred and even divine relation thus subsisting 
between them ? Furthermore, do they pray for those of his 
flock from whom alone the ministerial succession may be 
expected to be sustained in days and years to come — for 
the young men of the flock that they may be consecrated 
to the Lord and to his service, nay to his service in the minis- 
try, if to this they shall by his grace find adaptation ? 

By a usage more or less general in the churches, per- 
haps two occasions in each year are observed as seasons of 
prayer for our colleges and seminaries, particularly for our 
young people therein, to whom we look for our future minis- 
ters. This is well; but is it sufficient.? Should not prayers 
also be frequent and fervent on occasions more ordinary ; 
prayers from the pulpit, from those gathered in the stated 
social meeting, and in the circle about the family altar ; pray- 
ers for our young people, not alone that they may become 
converts to Christ, but his servants as well; servants in his 
ministry, evjen in such numbers as personal fitness shall jusr 
tify and the demands of the great field require. 

Third. All unemployed ministers, capable of service in 
the sacred calling, should remember that the Master still says, 
"Go work today in my vineyard," and they should promptly 
enter the service enjoined, when and where He points the 
way. 

Fourth. Young men now in our theological seminaries, 
seeing how impressively true it is that " the fields are white 
for the harvest," should rejoice to go forth and thrust in the 
sickle at whatever place in the wide field it may please 
the Lord of the harvest to indicate to them. 
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We append herewith the Treasurer's report as to con- 
tributions for the Slavic work in accordance with the vote of 
last year, approved by the Society at its annual nneeting. 
The vote is as follows : 

In view of the statements which have been made in regard 
to the Slavic Department of Oberlin Theological Seminary, the 
Directors of the American College and Education Society agree to 
assume the expenses of that department for at least two years, 
provided the said expenses shall not exceed the sum of thirty-three 
hundred dollars per annum. 

It gives us pleasure to add that the contributions for this 
object have exceeded the limit prescribed by the vote, and 
that the important work referred to has enjoyed a year of 
marked prosperity.

COLLEGE DEPARTMENT. 



In pursuance of the policy of this Society, as enacted 
a year ago, a Field Secretary has been engaged to carry on 
in the New England and Middle States the work of present- 
ing the cause of Western Colleges and securing funds for the 
same. This procedure began November last, and consists of 
forming the acquaintance of pastors, addressing their Sabbath 
and mid-week meetings, speaking before associations and 
conferences, and calling upon individuals. Also a quarterly 
paper exhibiting the work of the Society is begun. The 
results, thus far, are mainly in the direction of gaining an 
acquaintance with the facts of the situation. 

A transition from a present to a new order of things is 
always difficult of achievement. This work is especially so, 
because it involves the reestablishment with the churches of 
an old cause, rather than the presentation of a new one. 
The early successes of the cause of Western Colleges in the 
East were won by a broad and effective discussion of its 
merits. The intelligent and widespread interest thus awak- 
ened, developed motive power which expressed itself in gifts 
great and small. 

Since the consolidation of the College and Educational 
Societies, in 1874, this work of 

POPULAR PRESENTATION 

to the churches has been replaced by the personal canvass and 
appeal of the agents of the several colleges. By their faithful 
and persistent labors, the colleges have for the time "been 
enabled to live and continue their work. But this method, 
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used exclusively, has, in the nature of the case, several grave 
defects.- It fails to keep the churches informed and awak- 
ened as to their inseparable connection and necessary coop- 
eration with institutions of Christian learning, and the 
repetitious canvass for money is unrelieved by the interest 
and response which attaches to other forms of Home Mis- 
sionary work. This method usually requires that the college 
president, or an efficient member of the faculty, leave his 
post, to the detriment of the institution. 

That our churches are open to personal appeal from 
every quarter, encourages the costly attempt to establish 
colleges where they are not needed, and which disastrously 
compete with the institutions authorized by the respective 
State associations. Under the early methods of the College 
Society, and the resulting value attached to its indorsement, 
comparatively little of this speculative organizing of colleges 
was done. By the hearty 

CO-OPERATION OF PASTORS, 

church committees, and friends of the cause, the Directors 
hope, by the labors of the Field Secretary, to aid in bringing 
about a better status in the work of college aid. The 
improvement in method that we hope to realize is, that the 
churches generally adopt the cause of Christian Education as 
a standard benevolence, and afford it the support its impor- 
tance requires. The argument is plain. In the Christian 
College is provided the training which produces leaders of 
the thought and life of the people. Our forming civilization 
in the vast Interior and West is greatly dependent on institu- 
tions of learning that are; founded and supported by the 
churches, and thus are removed from unstable political 
dependencies and a chilling secular atmosphere. 

The churches, by their own institutions, must largely do 
their own educational work, or it will not be done/<7r them. 
It is, evident, therefore, that in each State of the West we 
should have a college that is wisely located, and upon which 
center the interest, support, and prayers of the churches. 
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And as our churches multiply in the South, a similar want 
must there be met. As in other forms of Home Missionary 
endeavor, the work of colleges must be aided in its beginning. 
To do this effectively, and without an expensive canvass, is 
a most desirable consummation. 

COLLEGE AID 

is required oft current expenses and on endowments. The 
first of these may be regarded as a form of Home Missionary 
investment. As the Home Missionary Society assists a young 
and needy church in meeting its current expenses, so let this 
Society make an annual appropriation to each of its colleges. 
The money thus expended is mainly used in paying the col- 
lege teachers who are doing genuine Home Missionary work 
as truly as is the frontier pastor. In addition to their many 
special burdens, our young Western churches are heartily 
taking hold of this form of college aid. 

On our Eastern field we have nine hundred and seven- 
teen churches of more than one hundred members. An 
average collection of $55 from each of these would give this 
Society ^[50,000 with which to most effectively assist our 
young colleges. Shall this amount be raised this present 
year, and thereby relieve the numerous Western college 
agents from soliciting for current needs.? The answer to 
this most practical question must come from the pastors of 
our churches in the New England and the Middle States. 
One earnest sermon from each pulpit, followed by a collection 
for Western college aid, will secure the desired result. 

For endowment the colleges can be otherwise provided. 
People of means at the West are responding. Friends at the 
East will continue to place generous sums of money for this 
purpose, and from special bequests the Society will assist 
in the 

PERMANENT EQUIPMENT OF ITS COLLEGES. 

The work, then, of the Field Secretary, if the above con- 
clusions are correct, is mainly to bring before the churches 
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on his field the fundamental importance of Western colleges, 
and assist in leading them to give this cause a recognized 
place in their benevolences. 

The theory under which the Field Secretary is appointed 
is, that his labors shall obviate the necessity of college repre- 
sentatives remaining on the Eastern field. Exception to this 
rule has allowed several agents to continue their work during 
a necessary period of transition. How long this shall last 
will be largely determined by the extent of cooperation which 
pastors will exert in making this new plan a practical success. 
The colleges must live. To live they must have money. To 
secure the money needed to aid current expenses, churches 
should give this cause an adequate place in their benevolences. 

We must call renewed attention to the peril confronting 
our educational work by the undue multiplication of so-called 
colleges. The claims of local and personal considerations, 
and, above all, the expectation of gathering their support 
from the East, have led our people in several States to 
announce the starting of a second college before the first and 
representative one has an assured existence. And this divi- 
sion of strength is made in the face of the resourceful State 
University, allied high schools, and other denominational 
colleges. 

It was confidently expected by the founders of this 
Society that, with the great extension of railroads in the 
West, a single college would thereby be enabled to provide 
collegiate training for a very large area of territory. This 
sagacious conception should, we believe, be fulfilled by afford- 
ing a sufficient support to our academic schools that are 
doing preparatory work, and making strong a single college 
where two are striving to exist. 

In conclusion, we desire to call attention of pastors and 
churches to the fact that the American College and Educa- 
tion Society is their own agency for the organized and eco- 
nomical prosecution of the vitally fundamental work of Chris- 
tian education. If it is worth an existence, it is worth being 
used. Give it your prayers, sympathy, and financial support, 
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and it will justify the mission to which it is called. The six 
institutions on our roll are continued from the previous year. 
Fargo College, of North Dakota, and Pomona, of South Cali- 
fornia, have strong claims for admission to our list. 



REPORT OF COLORADO COLLEGE, COLORADO SPRINGS, 

COLORADO. 

By President Wm. F. Siocum, A.M. 

The second year of President Slocum's administration 
has just closed. It has been one of decided growth. The 
number of students has doubled, and the standard of the col- 
lege has been made to correspond with that of the better 
Eastern institutions. 

The Preparatory Department has been developed into 
"The Cutler Academy;" this name being given to it in 
honor of Henry Cutler, of Wilbraham, Mass., who has been 
a generous friend of the college for many years. The acad- 
emy is now fitting students for the best Eastern institutions 
as well as for Colorado College. 

The pupils in the college and the academy are gathered 
from a wide radius. Among the States and Territories repre- 
sented are Tennessee, Texas, New Mexico, Arizona, Idaho, 
Wyoming, Utah, and all sections of Colorado. There are 
also students in the institution from the Middle, Western, 
and the Eastern States, who have gone to Colorado largely 
for consideration of health, and are glad to find that they can 
complete their college education without loss of time. 

Much interest has been awakened in New Mexico, and 
a larger number of students than ever before will enter the 
college from there during the coming year. 

In fact, the college is giving direction to the cause of 
higher Christian education in the whole Rocky Mountain 
region. Not only is it educating the children of our Home 
Missionaries, but it is sending out these same children, and 
many others, to be the Christian preachers and teachers of 
this great section of our country. 
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With the increase in the number of students there has 
come the necessity of enlarging the corps of instruction. 
Two professors and two instructors have been added to the 
faculty during the past year. 

A large, new building, costing with its heating apparatus 
nearly $25,000, was completed last October, and has been 
named " Hagerman Hall,'* in honor of Mr. J. J. Hagerman, 
a valuable friend of the. institution. This building is the 
home of the young men. 

"The Woman's Educational Society of Colorado Col- 
lege," organized for the purpose of aiding young women who 
are seeking an education at the college, is making a strong 
effort to secure $15,000 for a Girls* Hall, which is one of the 
greatest needs at present. Of this amount $6,000 has been 
pledged, and it is most earnestly hoped that the balance can 
be obtained in the near future. 

The college is sadly crippled for lack of buildings ; one 
of the most pressing needs being that of a library, after the 
erection of the Girls' Hall. 

The college has been supported for the past five years, 
aside from tuition, by certain pledges secured by Professor 
Marden to meet current expenses. These nearly all expired 
this last spring, leaving the financial problem of the college a 
very serious one. It seemed to the friends of the college 
absolutely necessary to raise at the very least $200,000 as 
a permanent endowment fund ; and it was decided, although 
ready money is very difficult to be secured in Colorado, to 
raise $100,000 in that State, believing that the friends of 
Christian education would pledge a similar amount at the 
East for this purpose. A vigorous canvass has secured a 
little over $90,000 already in Colorado, and in the meantime 
Professor Marden is giving himself with great devotion to the 
work of obtaining the other moiety at the East. This money 
is absolutely necessary to the life of the college; and until 
it is secured the problem of the current expenses of the insti- 
tution is a most serious one. 
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* The college is entering upon the greatest work that its 
friends have ever known to be within its reach ; the number 
of students will, in all probability, double again this next 
year ; it has a devoted and self-sacrificing faculty, but unless 
help comes to it immediately its usefulness will be most 
seriously impaired. Those who are best acquainted with its 
position and its present management say, without hesitation, 
that a more important opportunity was never offered to the 
work of higher Christian education than is presented in 
Colorado College. To neglect it seems, to those on the 
ground, well-nigh a crime.

REPORT OF DOANE COLLEGE, CRETE, NEBRASKA. 

By President D, B. Perry, AM, 

We hail with delight the appointment of a Field Secre- 
tary to bring the work and needs of the institutions on the 
list of the American College and Education Society before 
Eastern churches. It was fitting that the one chosen for this 
position should for many years have been Superintendent of 
Home Missionary work. Such an appointment shows the 
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close connection of church and college. Home Missionary 
churches plant the college, and to prosper they must needs 
foster it, even if they have to give their superintendent. 

We sincerely hope that through the Field Secretary, 
Eastern churches will learn the true inner life of the Chris- 
tian college, and take it upon their hearts as a most worthy 
Home Missionary enterprise. Why should not individual 
churches identify themselves with individual colleges, to see 
that certain educational wants are met } Why might fiot one 
church help to form a college library ; another furnish maps 
and charts for the recitation rooms ; another have thought for 
deserving boys and girls who stand in need of aid; still 
another provide an endowment for some particular depart- 
ment, as the chair of Latin, modern languages, mathematics, 
or chemistry .? A half dozen churches, thus taking a personal 
interest in this or that college, could secure results not now 
attainable by general, indefinite giving, which lacks method 
and has no well-watered root in intelligence or affection. 

Churches in Nebraska yearly come into closer relations 
with the college. An increasing number of these give annu- 
ally to it, and some of them put the college first on their list 
of benevolences. 

Earnest efforts have recently been put forth to call a 
special meeting of the General Association of the Congrega- 
tional churches of the State to discuss the educational inter- 
ests of the denomination. Unfortunately, some institutions 
that send their agents East to ask aid are unwilling to discuss 
plans by which our educational work can be carried on most 
economically and successfully. 

The religious life of the college was never better. There 
are thoroughly organized religious activities on the part of 
the Y. M. C. A, the Y. W. C. A, and the Mission Band. 
Students feel their individual responsibility as well, and seek 
to do their whole duty. At the present time all the students 
in the college classes are Christians, and forty per cent of the 
young men in these classes are studying for the ministry. 
Many of the young ladies have missionary work in view. 
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Never have we been more profoundly impressed with the 
possibility of raising up a large number of carefully trained, 
fully consecrated young men and women to go even to the 
ends of the earth to do work for Christ. 

We have great reason to be grateful to Eastern friends 
who have again given generously to aid the college. The 
permanent funds are slowly increasing, and the debt on 
Ladies' Hall has been greatly reduced the past year. Said 
a friend of the college, who has constantly given to it even 
from the first, writing recently with reference to the interests 
which gathered about the life of the institution, Omnia mihi 
dona Dei, Would that there were a legion of Christian men 
and women who felt that all their possessions were gifts of 
God, to be used in part for the endowment* of Christian 
colleges !

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PACIFIC UNIVERSITY, FOREST GROVE, OREGON. 

Instead of the regular annual report from this institu- 
tion, we insert in full a very interesting historical statement 
concerning it, recently produced from the treasured papers of 
the late honored Dr. G. H. Atkinson. 

The following facts are collated from records and various other 
sources : 

1. This institution originated in the purpose of the American 
College Society to establish such an institution in every one of the 
new Western States. 

2. The idea was fostered by the American Home Missionary Soci- 
ety. Having commissioned Rev. G. H. Atkinson in January, 1847, to 
begin their mission work in Oregon — at that time our only Territory on 
the Pacific Ocean — Rev. Milton Badger, their Secretary, in May directed 
him to call upon Rev. T. Baldwin, Secretary of the American College 
Society, for instructions. Dr. Baldwin's precise statement was this ; 
" Establish an academy in Oregon that shall.grow into a college, as we 
founded Illinois College and its supporting academies." 

3. Within twelve days after arriving in Oregon City, June 23, 1848, 
Mr. Atkinson visited Rev. Harvey Clark, at Tualatin Plains, now Forest 
Grove, about July 5, 1848, and laid the joint plan of the American Home 
Missionary Society for its mission work in Oregon, and the American 
College Society for its academy and college in Oregon, before him for 
his cooperation. 

4. During the few days of the camp meeting there in progress, we 
prepared the outline and called for a Congregational Association to meet 
at Oregon City in September, 1848, to perfect its organization and, 
among other things, to choose a Board of Trustees for the proposed 
institution. 

5. The Association met on call at the time and place named, com- 
pleted its organization, and chose the following Trustees : Rev. Harvey 
Clark, Rev. Lewis Thompson, A. T. Smith, Esq., William H. Gray, Esq., 
Dea. P. H. Hatch, Hiram Clark, Esq., Hon. J. Quinn Thornton, Rev. 
G. H. Atkinson, and James Moore, who were requested to become 
incorporated and to proceed to carry out the aims of the societies which 
proposed the institution. 

6. Under the first United States Territorial Legislature, at its first 
session in Oregon City, September 26, 1849, these gentlemen became a 
body corporate in law to establish Tualatin Academy, with collegiate 
privileges and powers. 
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7. The Board of Trustees chose the site of Forest Grove for the 
school. 

8. Rev. Harvey Clark and wife gave two hundred acres of their 
donation claim for its use and foundation ; and also gave the Orphan 
School, with its log building, which he and Mrs. Tabitha Brown had 
already established on this site, for a beginning or germ of the proposed 
academy and college. 

9. These gifts were made to promote the said plans of the Amer- 
ican Home Missionary Society and the American College Society, which 
plans the donors accepted and trusted. 

10. The first log buildings used for the school, including the old 
log church, were erected by subscriptions raised mostly by Rev. H. 
Clark and by loans. 

11. The Trustees, having accepted the donations, surveyed the land 
and laid out the town site and, in 1850-51, authorized their President and 
agent, Rev. Harvey Clark, to proceed to secure funds by subscription 
and the sale of lots — mostly the latter-— to erect the present college 
building, which has been thus in use for twenty-eight years. 

1 2. Several thousands of dollars were spent in erecting and inclos- 
ing it, lumber being in those mining times worth from $40 to $60 per 
thousand delivered, and labor at $8 to $10 per day. To meet these large 
expenses about $2,000 were subscribed, and acre lots were sold from 
$100 to $200 each. Block one, of four lots or four acres, on which the 
Orphan Asylum and school had been established, was sold for $1,000. 

13. All the academy and college buildings and improvements, with 
few exceptions, have been made from funds received from the sale of 
these lots and other lands, givers by Rev. E. Walker and wife, Dea. T. G. 
Naylor and wife, Messrs. Henry Buxton, father and son, and their wives, 
Benjamin Catching and wife, and by subscriptions, mostly raised in the 
vicinity, in the faith of pledges of aid from the American College Soci- 
ety and through their patronage. 

14. During these early years the Trustees employed the following 
teachers for various periods : L. D. C. Latourette, Esq., Rev. C. Eells, 
Miss Elizabeth Miller, now widow of the late Hon. J. G. Wilson, Rev. 
Mr. Williams, Hon J. M. Keeler, Dr. William Adams, and others, but in 
view of the need of one or more permanent teachers — the school hav- 
ing won public esteem and confidence — the Trustees, in April, 1852, 
authorized and cofnmissioned Rev. G. H. Atkinson to visit the Eastern 
States and ask the American College Society to formally adopt Tualatin 
Academy, with its incipient college charter, as one of their institutions, 
placing it on their list, and grant annual aid to support one or more 
teachers, until it shall be able to secure an endowment of its own from 
the churches and friends of colleges who make their gifts through the 
American College Society. 
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15. Rev. Mr. Atkinson, having proceeded to New York in May, 
1852, was welcomed by Drs. Baldwin and Badger, secretaries of the 
above named societies ; was authorized to collect funds during the sum- 
mer and to lay the subject before the American College Society at their 
annual meeting in October, in Boston, which he did. That Society then 
formally adopted the institution and placed it the ninth on their list and 
pledged $600 per year, equal to the interest at New England rate of 
$10,000, in support of its first permanent teacher. 

16. In October, 1852, Mr. Atkinson employed Rev. S. H. Marsh, 
then a student in the Union Theological Seminary, New York, as the 
first permanent teacher, on a salary of $600 per year, and gave him a 
commission to collect books for a library and funds for the journey, and 
report himself at the school in the early summer of 1853, which he did. 

17. The money collected for the institution by Mr. Atkinson from 
the churches and from friends was applied to pay expenses and on its 
debts and improvements, while his salary of $600 per year was contin- 
ued by the American Home Missionary Society, showing their indorse- 
ment of the institution as part of their mission work. 

18. The American College Society paid this institution $600 for 
the current year, 1853-54; and on our application for $1,200, they granted 
and paid $150 for 1854-55, and $750 for 1855-56, and $1,200 for 1856-57. 
In 1857 our renewed request for $1,200 for 1857-58, was delayed on 
account of the lack of funds in the treasury of the American College 
Society. Rev. S. H. Marsh, having been chosen President of Tualatin 
Academy and Pacific University, April 13, 1854, under the new revised 
charter, which he had been specially instrumental in securing, thus 
became ex officio a Trustee of the institution. Being in need of funds 
he applied — with the consent of our Board — to Rev. Dr. Baldwin, in 
1857-58, for the privilege to go to the East and collect funds for the insti- 
tution under the auspices of the American College Society. The request 
was granted, and Dr. Baldwin secured a free pass on the Pacific mail 
steamer to New York and sent it to him and welcomed him, authorizing 
him to collect pledges of funds for the annual payment of $1,200 for 
three years to the institution, which he endeavored to do. About 1859-60^ 
Mr. Marsh resolved to try to raise an endowment fund of $20,000. As it 
was before our turn on the list of the colleges adopted by the American 
College Society, Dr. Baldwin objected to this scheme as a trespass upon 
the rights of other colleges on the list. In 1850 our usual application 
was made for the College Society for $1,200, implying our continued 
relation to it, and in i860 Dr. Baldwin's letters were read in reference 
to Mr. Marsh's collecting an endowment prior to colleges before us on 
the list. Although it was before our turn in the order of colleges, it was 
allowed in view of our great distance from the Eastern States, Dr. 
Marsh, having returned, reported, May 21, i86i, $21,429 of valid sub- 
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scriptions given; also books worth $1,200, and $307 premiums — in all, 
$22,936.10.

All these collections were reported by Dr. Marsh, through the col- 
umns of the American College Society, as endowment funds secured 
under its patronage. This condition held the institution in union with 
that Society, and also held them bound to us. From the first it had 
looked to them for aid, and under their indorsement Eastern and other 
friends have intrusted it with funds. 
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In the same relation, it is supposed, the Eells endowment, the 
Brown endowment, the Library endowment, and probably the Marsh 
endowment, all as yet small in amount, were given. 

It seems proper at this time to collate and to put these facts on our 
record book, to the honor of Eastern and Western benefactors. 

Having thus received from the American College Society, during 
the years 1854 to 1858, the interest of $10,000 to $20,000 in support of 
our instructors, and having after that date received from churches and 
friends contributing regularly throughout them to colleges the larger 
part of our endowment funds, besides the salary and expenses of our 
President while traveling and collecting between four and five years, we 
may cherish the more assured hope that the churches and friends — now 
much increased in numbers and wealth — who give regularly to West- 
ern institutions on the list of that Society will respond to our further 
appeals for aid to complete the endowment of this institution now so 
well begun. 

19. It seems, also, a just tribute to record the faithful work of 
Professor H. Lyman, who has remained at his post for more than twenty 
years, and, with other faithful teachers, has kept the institution in full and 
regular course. 

20. Moreover, this brief history of the original plan, inception, and 
growth of Tualatin Academy and Pacific University, in the thoughts 
and under the patronage of two great American Christian societies which 
represent thousands of churches and tens of thousands of intelligent 
and liberal friends, includes our institution in the honorable fraternity of 
colleges which dot the belt of States stretching from the Atlantic to the 
Pacific Ocean, and justly wreaths the name and fame of Rev. H. Clark, 
Dr. S. H. Marsh, and others here, with those Home Missionary and col- 
lege workers who have wrought so nobly and so long in building up 
these institutions. 

In view of these facts, it would seem fitting and honorable for this 
institution to continue its work under the auspices and in harmony with 
the views and principles cherished and promoted by those societies to 
which it owes its foundation and so much of its prosperity. 

This paper was prepared as a memento of the facts in relation to 
the establishment of Tualatin Academy and Pacific University, and was 
designed for the Trustees of the institution with the hope that they 
would spread it upon their record book for future reference, and for a 
due regard to the noble Society and other co-laborers in this enterprise. 
It was not offered to them. It remains to be used if desired.

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REPORT OF ROLLINS COLLEGE, WINTER PARK, FLORIDA. 
By President E, P. Hooker, D,D, 

This report is for the school year from October to June. 
Florida has not recovered from the effects of the yellow fever 
and the heavy frosts. In the latter respect, the past winter 
has been quite disastrous. ^ The early vegetable gardens were 
in many places seriously injured by untimely frosts, and young 
orange trees were killed in considerable numbers. A pro- 
tracted drought has also done great harm to the State. 

In view of these severe experiences through which Florida 
has been passing, the Executive Committee of the college has 
made a concession of one fifth on the price of board and room 
for the coming year, hoping that so a larger number of stu- 
dents can avail themselves of the privileges of the institution, 
and trusting that the friends of Christian education will come 
to our aid in making up any necessary deficit. 

The educational work of the past year has been, I think, 
better than ever before. There has been fidelity and* enthu- 
siasm among the students. We have graduated our first col- 
lege class, and so have had our first College Commencement. 
The Governor of Florida gave the annual address. Com- 
mencement Day was one of great interest. A marked inci- 
dent of the day was the presentation to the college by the 
first graduating class of a United States flag. In this far 
South the national colors were welcomed with great enthu- 
siasm, and the band struck up our great national air. 

The President, in his words of reception, promised the 
graduates that the flag should wave over the grounds on every 
national holiday. The number of students in all departments 
during the year has been 104. 

The religious life has been, if possible, better than ever 
before. Without any extra meetings, there has been a deep 
and constant religious interest pervading the college and the 
community, especially among the young people. Very few 
students who come into the home life of the college go away 
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without becoming cheerful and active Christians. The Young 
People's Society of Christian Endeavor has become the home 
of young people of all ages, doing the work in this institution 
for co-education and in the town which the Young Men's 
Christian Association does for many colleges and commu- 
nities. 

Our great loss of the year has been the death of F. B. 
Knowles, Esq., who was identified with so many other good 
works. 

Our imperative need is the financial. For one thing, we 
need aid in meeting current expenses. A gentleman, a mem- 
ber of the corporation from the beginning, F. B. Lyman, Esq., 
of Minneapolis, Minn., is now putting up a gymnasium which 
is to cost $5,000. We need at once a scientific building, with 
an observatory for our Clark's telescope. We need most of 
all the endowment of chairs and departments of instruction. 
It becomes more and more evident that a great opportunity 
is set before us to aid in the Christian building of this State, 
and of other Southern States. Who will lend a strong and 
bountiful hand.?

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REPORT OF WHITMAN COLLEGE, WALLA WALLA, WASHINGTON. 

By President A. f. Anderson, 

The forthcoming catalogue of Whitman College will 
exhibit an attendance of 175 students in all departments for 
the eighth year of collegiate work, ending June 4, 1890. 
Much faithful and earnest work has been done by teachers 
and students. The prospective number of graduates is larger 
than ever before, as follows: Five from the college proper, 
ten from the normal course, six from the college preparatory 
department, and two from the music department. The reli- 
gious work of the institution has kept pace with the intel- 
lectual. The college prayer meeting has been efficiently 
sustained throughout the year by the Y. M. C. A. and 
. Y. W. C. A. of the institution. Students largely attend the 
Y. P. S. C. E. societies and Sunday-schools of the churches 
of our city, especially the Congregational church. One of 
our students and three of our college professors conduct 
Sabbath-schools and preach in neighboring school-houses and 
villages. Four students — a larger number than ever before 
— are preparing for the ministry. During the first year of 
collegiate work, 1882-83, in a total of 119 students there was 
but one professing Protestant Christian; but this year, in 
a total of 175 students, fifty-six are members of evangelical 
churches, many more believe in Christianity, and all listen to 
the reading of God's Word and comments thereon, in chapel, 
with respect, and often with unusual interest. If I did not 
believe that Whitman College was doing God's work here 
among the students and in the community, I would immedi- 
ately advise Eastern benevolent givers to send us no more 
money. But I believe in its effectiveness for Christ, and for 
truth and righteousness. I am bold to ask for aid to estab- 
lish, on a permanent basis, this struggling school, which orig- 
inated in prayer, and under great difficulties has been carried 
on by prayer and earnest work ever since. 
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The year now closing has been a specially hard one. On 
the 22d of September, soon after the opening of the fall 
term, the death of Mrs. Louisa P. Anderson, the President's 
wife, cast a gloom over the entire institution. She had given 
much of her time to the welfare of the college, for the first 
three years as Professor of Natural History and afterwards 
in planning the Ladies* Hall, and other important matters. 
Short crops, caused by a wave of hot air in June, kept many 
expected students at their homes on the farms. Severe 
weather and la grippe interfered with attendance of teachers 
and students during the winter term. 

All practicable effort has been put forth to make possi- 
ble a year successful in every respect Notwithstanding, we 
began to fear that New England benevolent givers, and even 
the College Society, had forgotten us, for Rev. William Bar- 
rows, D.D., our Eastern agent, up to September, 1889, was 
able to send only $%QO to meet current expenses for 1888-89; 
and since your Society took into your own hands the respon- 
sibility of raising money for us in the East, we have received 
but f 285. 

In the accompanying Treasurer's report is the item, 
"Balance Indebtedness of 1(^2,382.85." We depended on 
donations for that amount. Shall we receive it.' Cannot 
Whitman College obtain from the East a good start towards 
a permanent endowment ? There is no better place to estab- 
lish a college, and no better nucleus for such purpose any- 
where on the Pacific coast. With proper encouragement 
from the East, as soon as the money market becomes easier 
and times are brighter here, our people here will be encour- 
aged to pay ofiE the indebtedness on the main building of 
$Sfii^'S^' I have given a plain statement of facts, without 
any attempt to embellish them.

REPORT OF YANKTON COLLEGE, YANKTON, SOUTH DAKOTA. 
By Rev. Dan F, Bradley^ Acting President, 

The report of the year begins necessarily with the sore 
trial which the college has been called upon to pass through 
in the death of Joseph Ward, our beloved President. He was 
its founder ; he brought it into being, and with a father's love 
watched over its infancy; his self-denial and heroic labors 
gave to it a steady, healthy growth, and firmly planted in it 
a Christian and missionary spirit. His taking away at the end 
of the fall term seemed to us unaccountable. But the work 
had been so well done that it did not pause, and the winter 
term opened with all the old students, and some new ones, in 
their places. The teachers stood bravely at their posts, and 
brought the college through the most successful year of its 
history. 

The number of students has been larger than in any 
previous year. In the college course, 24; preparatory, 61; 
normal, 41; musical, 89. Total, excluding repetitions, 179. 
Of these, 160 were from South Dakota, gathered from twenty- 
two counties. There were 78 males, and loi females. The 
class of '91 numbers four young men and two young women. 

The religious interest has been excellent The students 
have maintained enthusiastic weekly prayer meetings for 
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young men and women, separately, as well as the Saturday 
prayer meeting for all. Nine students have joined the Con- 
gregational church on confession, and at least seven are defi- 
nitely preparing for the ministry. 

The churches of the State have generally taken collec- 
tions for the college, and in other ways contributed to* its 
support. These collections are for the most part necessarily 
small, but show good will and future help in larger measure. 
Yankton church and people have given and pledged nearly 
J»4,ooo to the college, and Sioux Falls more than i»3,ocxD, dur- 
ing the year. The most of this is for endowment, which was 
started as a Ward Memorial Fund, two thirds of which was to 
be used for permanent endowment, and one third for current 
expenses. This permanent endowment has now reached, in 
pledges and investments, J»8,200. Two scholarships have 
been added during the year. Rev. John and Mrs. Lydia 
Hames Wood, of Fitchburg, Mass., have created a scholar- 
ship of $i,cxx>, to be used in aiding young men preparing for 
the ministry; and the Mary E. Wilcox ' scholarship of J»i,cxx), 
for the aid of any young person of Christian character, was 
established by E. P. Wilcox, Esq., of Yankton. 

The Girls' Hall, begun last year, was opened for stu- 
dents, January i, 1890, and has proved to be a convenient, 
comfortable, and ample building. Its completion, at a cost of 
$i7,ocx), has added to our funded debt, which now amounts 
to J»30,ocx). Further outstanding obligations make the total 
liabilities at this writing, J»4i,ooo. The real estate of the 
college is valued at ;(6o,ooo, the buildings at 1(^30,00x3, besides 
library, apparatus, and telescope. 

It seems clear that a school of great future usefulness is 
planted here ; and it only needs a consecrated gift of an 
endowment, say of <iioo,ocx), the interest of which, with 
tuitions, will insure current expenses, now about $i2/xio, 
and a man set apart of God to carry on Joseph Ward's work, 
to make that future certain. For the gift and the man we 
are praying, and not ceasing to labor. 
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Friends in ^he East have been generous. Without them 
we should have been compelled to cut down our teaching 
force and cripple our work. Though burdened with debt, 
and beset with financial difficulty, the college will open in 
faith in September, with a complete corps of teachers, believ- 
ing that, as this is the Master's work and he wants it done, 
his, stewards and faithful servants will do their part in it, and 
see to it that the Home Missionary College of South Dakota 
is not permitted to fail in its mission through lack of funds, 
nor attempt to do college work without competent teachers.

By advice of the National Council the union of the Col- 
lege and the Education Societies took place in 1874, It was 
then agreed by the joint Board of Directors that the colleges 
be represented by their own agents in the canvassing field, 
generally in each case by the president or a professor of the 
college. It was also thought best, as being an increased 
assurance to the public, that collections by such agents be 
published in the Annual Report of the Society as a part of 
its receipts. Accordingly this publication has been made 
from year to year. These agents have geriterally been on 
salary in their respective colleges during their temporary 
canvasses, and consequently have reported expense accounts

directly to their institutions. This method has never been 
deemed fully satisfactory, but, on the whole, has been con- 
sidered the wiser one. It is hoped that the plan of a Col- 
lege Field Secretaryship, now under way, will meet this, as 
well as many other difficulties incident to the union of the 
two Societies, and that a new and more prosperous era will 
dawn on the work of the College Department.

AN ACT 



TO INCORPORATE THE AMERICAN SOCIETY FOR THE EDUCATION OF PIOUS 
YOUTH FOR THE GOSPEL MINISTRY. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives^ in General 
Court assembled^ and by the authority of the same : 

Section i. That William Phillips, Samuel Salisbury, Eliphalet Pear- 
son, Willijim Reed, Joshua Bates, Asa Eaton, Samuel H. Walley, and 
Aaron P. Cleaveland, together with those who have associated, and who 
may hereafter associate with them, be and they hereby are incorporated 
and made a body politic, by the name of the American Society for Edu- 
cating Pious Youth for the Gospel Ministry ; and the society aforesaid 
shall have perpetual succession, and may have a common seal, which it 
shall be lawful for them to alter at pleasure ; and may purchase and 
receive by gift, or devise, lands, tenements, and real estate of any kind, 
and the same hold in fee simple, or less estate, the annual income and 
profits whereof shall not exceed the value of ten thousand dollars. And 
the said society is hereby enabled to take and receive subscriptions of 
charitably disposed persons, and may take any personal estate in succes- 
sion : and all donations to the society, either by subscription, legacy or 
otherwise (excepting such as shall be differently appropriated by the 
donors, or by a vote of the society, agreeably to their constitution), shall 
make a part of, or be put into the capital stock of the society, which shall 
be put out on interest on good security, or otherwise improved to the 
best advantage, and the income or profits applied to the purpose of aiding 
indigent young men of talents and hopeful piety, in acquiring a learned 
and competent education for the gospel ministry. 

Sect. 2. Be it further encLcted^ That the said society may choose a 
president, vice-president, clerk, treasurer, and such other officers as they 
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shall see fit ; and may at their first meeting under this incorporation, by 
the vote of two thirds of their members present at said meeting, adopt 
such constitution or system of rules and by-laws as they shall think 
necessary for the orderly conducting and executing the business of said 
society, and for the most effectually securing the object of their institu- 
tion; which constitution or system of rules and by-laws shall be for the 
government of said society, and shall not be altered at any subsequent 
meeting, but in the manner therein pointed out : Provided, such rules 
and by-laws be not repugnant to the constitution and laws of this 
Commonwealth. 

Sect. 3. Be it further enacted, Ttat the society aforesaid may, at all 
times, under the name, style and title aforesaid, sue and be sued, plead 
and be impleaded, appear, prosecute and defend to final judgment and 
execution, and may appoint an agent or agents to prosecute and defend 
suits with power of substitution ; and i^ shall be lawful for the said 
society to make sale of any estate or personal property, given or purchased 
as aforesaid, or in any other way or right accruing to them in their corpo- 
rate capacity (unless that which is given be otherwise expressly ordered 
or appropriated by the donor), and convey the same by deed or other 
legal instrument duly executed, and when the property to be conveyed is 
real estate, under the hand of the treasurer and the seal of the society: 
Provided that all moneys arising from such sale be applied to the same 
use to which the income thereof was before applied. 

Sect. 4. Be it further enacted. That William Phillips, Esq., be, and 
he hereby is authorized, by notification in any two of the newspapers 
printed in Boston, to appoint the time and place of the first meeting of 
said society.

TO CHANGE THE NAME OF THE AMERICAN SOCIETY FOR EDUCATING PIOUS 
YOUTH FOR THE GOSPEL MINISTRY. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives, in General 
Court assembled, and by the authority of the same: 

That the name of the American Society for Educating Pious Youth 
for the Gospel Ministry be changed, and that the said corporation be 
hereafter known and called by the name of the American Education 
Society. 

(Approved Jan, 31, 1820,) 
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AN ACT 

TO INCORPORATE THE SOCIETY FOR THE PROMOTION OF COLLEGIATE 
AND THEOLOGICAL EDUCATION. 

Be it enacted, etc,^ as follows : 

Section i. Henry White, Ezra Farnsworth, and Charles Ray Palmer, 
their associates and successors, are hereby ma^e a corporation, by the 
name of the Society for the Promotion of Collegiate and Theological 
Education, for the purposes hereinafter set* forih; and with all the 
powers and privileges, and subject to all the duties, restrictions, and 
liabilities set forth in all general laws, which now are or hereafter may 
be in force relating to such corporations. 

Sect. 2. Said coi-poration shall consist of such number of members, 
not less than forty, as it may from time to time determine, and at least 
four tenths thereof shall be laymen and four tenths ministers of the 
gospel. In case of any vacancy in said corporation, by death, resignation, 
or otherwise, the same shall be filled by an election by the remaining 
members. 

Sect. 3. Said corporation is authorized and empowered to receive, 
accept, take, and hold, all such funds, estate or property, as may in any 
manner be given, conveyed, bequeathed, or devised to it, and to invest 
the same in such manner as it may deem most expedient, and from time 
to time use and appropriate the same, and all income and profit thereof, 
as it shall deem expedient, for the endowment, assistance, or establish- 
ment of collegiate, academic, or theological institutions of learning, so 
long and in such way as in its judgment the exigencies of such institu- 
tions may demand; and also, if it shall deem it expedient, for the 
assistance of any young men seeking an education at any collegiate, 
academic, or theological institution. 

Sect. 4. Said corporation, for the purposes aforesaid, may hold real 
and personal estate to an amount, the annual income of which shall not 
exceed one hundred thousand dollars : provided, that the real and per- 
sonal estate of said corporation shall not be exempt from taxation, by 
the general laws of the Commonwealth, to an amount exceeding two 
hundred thousand dollars. 

Sect. 5. The first meeting of said corporation may be called by any 
two of said corporators by a notice of the time, place, and purposes 
thereof, by them signed and sent by mail, seven days at least before 
such meeting, to each of the other corporators. 

Sect. 6. This act shall take efEect upon its passage.

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AN ACT 

TO UNITE THE AMERICAN EDUCATION SOCIETY AND THE SOCIETY FOR THE 
PROMOTION OF COLLEGIATE AND THEOLOGICAL EDUCATION. 

Be it enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives y in General 
Court Assembled^ and by authority of the same, as follows : 

Section i. The American Education Society, and the Society for 
the Promotion of Collegiate and Theological Education, each a corpora- 
tion heretofore established by the laws of this Commonwealth, are hereby 
authorized to unite, and form one corporation, upon such terms as may 
be agreed upon between such societies, under the name of the American 
College and Education Society ; and said corporation so formed by said 
union shall thereupon, under said name of the American College and 
Education Society, have all the rights, powers, and privileges which 
either of said corporations now have, and shall become and be liable for 
all the debts and liabilities of either of said societies, and may hold real 
and personal property to an amount not exceeding the aggregate which 
both of said societies are now authorized to hold ; and said corporation 
shall be subject to all the restrictions, liabilities, and duties of either of 
said societies. 

Sect. 2. All the rights, privileges, interests, and property now held 
or possessed or owned by or belonging to said American Education 
Society, or said Society for the Promotion of Collegiate and Theological 
Education, shall upon such union become vested in, belong to, and be 
held by said united corporation in like manner and to the same uses and 
purposes as the same may be now held by said societies respectively ; 
and either of said societies for the purpose of effecting and completing 
said union is hereby authorized and empowered to assign, transfer, and 
convey any and all its said rights, privileges, interests, and property to 
said American College and Education Society. 

Sect. 3. Any gift, devise, bequest, or legacy, which has been or may 
hereafter be given or made to either of said societies, under the name it 
has heretofore had, shall be held, enjoyed, and appropriated by said 
American College and Education Society, in like manner and to the 
same purposes, extent, and effect as it would have been by either of thp 
said societies if they had not united under this Act. 

Sect. 4. This Act shall be void, unless the same shall be accepted by 
each of said societies, at meetings thereof called for that purpose, or at 
the annual meeting thereof held next after the passage of this Act. 

Sect. 5. The first meeting of the American College and Education 
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Society, established by this Act, may be called by the president of the 
American Education Society and the president of the Society for the 

i Promotion of Collegiate and Theological Education, by notice of the 

time, place, and purposes thereof, by them signed and sent by mail, 

I seven days, at least, before such meeting, to each of the corporators of 

each of the said societies ; and at said first meeting, any number of cor- 

i porators not less than ten shall be a quorum for the. purposes of said 

meeting. 

Sect. 6. The annual and other corporate meetings of said American 
College and Education Society, when formed by the union hereinbefore 
provided, may thereafter be holden at such place and time as said cor- 
poration may by its by-laws or vote provide. 

Sect. 7. This Act shall take effect from its passage. 

(Approved March g, 1814^ 
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BY-LAWS. 



The object of this society shall be twofold : First, to afiPord assistance 
to collegiate and theological institutions, in such manner, and so long 
only, as in the judgment of the directors of the society the exigencies of 
the institutions may demand ; Second, to aid young men of talents and 
hopeful piety in acquiring a liberal education for the gospel ministry ; 
Third, to urge upon young men the claims of the Christian ministry. 

CHAPTER FIRST. 

OFFICERS. 

There shall be chosen annually, by ballot, a president, two vice-pres- 
idents, a recording secretary, one or more corresponding secretaries, a 
treasurer, an auditor, twenty directors (and such other officers as may be 
found necessary), who shall continue in office until others are chosen in 
their places. The directors, together with the president and the two 
vice-presidents of the society, shall constitute the Board of Directors. 

CHAPTER SECOND. 

MEETING. 

Section i. The society shall meet annually, at such time and place 
as the directors shall appoint, to elect officers, to hear the reports of the 
directors and of the treasurer, and to transact such business as may 
properly come before it. 

Sect. 2. The president, and in his inability to act, either of the vice- 
presidents, shall, upon the written request of three of the directors, call a 
special meeting of the society. 

Sect. 3. At all meetings of the society twelve members shall con- 
stitute a quorum ; and every meeting of the society or of the directors 
shall be opened with prayer. 

Sect. 4. The annual meeting and all special meetings shall be called, 
and the members of the society notified thereof, by publishing, in two 
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consecutive numbers of some religious paper of the denomination printed 
in Boston, a notice stating the time, place, and particular business of the 
meeting. 

CHAPTER THIRD. 

THE PRESIDENT AND THE VICE-PRESIDENTS. 

The president, and in his absence one of the vice-presidents, shall 
preside at all meetings of the society and of the directors. The presi- 
dent shall be, ex officio^ a member of the executive and financial commit- 
tees of the society. 

CHAPTER FOURTH. 

THE SECRETARIES. 

Section i. The recording secretary shall keep the records of all 
meetings of the society, and shall give notice of said meetings as provided 
in Chapter 2, Section 4, of these By-Laws. 

Sect. 2. The corresponding secretary or secretaries shall conduct 
the correspondence, keep the records of the board of directors and of the 
standing committees, take such measures for increasing the funds as the 
directors may authorize, and do what is practicable to promote the 
prosperity and usefulness of the society. 

Sect. 3. The corresponding secretary or secretaries shall pay particu- 
lar attention to the character and qualifications of applicants for aid, 
whether young nien who are candidates for the ministry or institutions 
seeking assistance. 

Sect. 4. The corresponding secretary or secretaries shall, so far as 
practicable, maintain a personal acquaintance with the young men and 
with the institutions under the care of the society. 

Sect. 5. The corresponding secretary or secretaries shall give notice 
of all meetings of the board of directors and arrange the business to be 
presented at such meetings. 

CHAPTER FIFTH. 

THE TREASURER. 

Section i. The treasurer shall give bonds with sureties satisfactory 
to the directors, for the faithful discharge of his duty, and shall take 
charge of the funds belonging to the society and keep an accurate 
account of the same, showing the sources from which they have been 
derived, the purposes for which they have been given, and the manner 
in which they are invested. His books shall always be open to the exam- 
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ination of any member of the board of directors or of the financial commit- 
tee. He shall keep separate accounts of the Scholarship and of the 
Secretary funds. 

Sect. 2. It shall be the duty of the treasurer, ui^der the advice and 
approval of the financial committee, to invest the funds of the society in 
safe and productive securities. 

Sect. 3. At each meeting of the directors, for making appropriations, 
the treasurer shall make a report in writing of the state of the funds, 
mentioning particularly what amount there is in the treasury at the time 
subject to the immediate disposal of the directors. He shall also 
furnish for publication quarterly, or oftener if requested, a complete list 
of all donations to the society. 

Sect. 4. It shall be the duty of the treasurer to make to the society 
at each annual meeting a written report, which shall have been examined 
and approved by the auditor, of the amount of the funds and the manner 
of their investment. 

CHAPTER SIXTH. 

AUDITOR. 

The auditor shall audit all accounts of the treasurer and examine the 
invested funds of the society, and give to the directors his certificate 
therefor in writing. 

CHAPTER SEVENTH. 

THE BOARD OF DIRECTORS. 

Section i. The board of directors shall meet for the transaction of 
business immediately after the annual meeting, and on the second 
Wednesday of January, April, and October. Special meetings shall be 
called by the secretary, at the written request of three directors, by giv- 
ing three days' notice to each director by letter, stating the time, place, 
and object of such special meeting. Five directors shall constitute a 
quorum at any meeting, except for the appropriation of money to any 
institution, when nine shall be requisite. 

Sect. 2. The directors shall have the power of granting all moneys 
for the support of students and for the assistance and endowment of 
educational institutions ; of examining and selecting candidates for aid ; 
of appointing committees to examine and recommend applicants living 
in distant parts ; and generally to do anything necessary for the further- 
ance of the objects of this society, not otherwise herein provided for. 

Sect. 3. Two standing committees shall be appointed by the board: 
first, a financial committee, who shall have supervision and control of all 
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financial matters of the society ; and second, an executive committee (of 
whom one at least shall be a counsellor-at-law), whose duty it shall be to 
examine affairs of importance relating to the society, and report on the 
same to the board ; to afford the secretaries counsel whenever they shall 
request it; and to perform any business between the meetings of the 
board which in their judgment the interests of the society may require. 
They shall keep a record of all their proceedings, which shall be read to 
the board at their regular or other meetings for their approval. In each 
of these standing committees three shall constitute a quorum. The 
directors shall also appoint the examining committees required in 
Chapter 8, Section i, of these By-Laws. 

Sect. 4. The directors shall have power to fill any vacancy that may 
occur in their board, or in any office of the society, until the next annual 
meeting. 

CHAPTER EIGHTH.

SUB-CHAPTER I. — EXAMINING COMMITTEES. 

Section i. The board of directors shall appoint such committees 
as the interests of the society may require, to examine and recommend 
candidates at the colleges and theological seminaries in, different parts 
of the country. Each committee shall consist of not more than four 
persons nor less than two, one of whom shall not be connected with the 
institution. 

Sect. 2. When a candidate applies for examination, it shall be the 
duty of the examining committee to whom the application is made to 
institute a careful inquiry respecting his testimonials, his studies, his 
abilities, his religious character, his motives for desiring to enter the 
Christian ministry, and his willingness to conform to the rules of the 
society. In their recommendation the committee shall state the name, 
age, residence, occupation, place of education, and church membership of 
the applicant, and any other facts connected with his history and character 
which they deem important. They shall also from time to time make 
careful inquiries respecting the deportment and proficiency in study of 
each applicant, and recommend his continued assistance or not, as they 
may deem proper. 
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SUB-CHAPTER II. — QUALIFICATIONS REQUISITE. 

Section i. No person, except as provided for in Section 2, shall be 
a candidate for aid until he is sixteen years of age, is fitted to enter 
college, and has been a professor of religion for at least one year. 

Sect. 2. Candidates for assistance shall furnish satisfactory evidence 
of ability and Christian character, and a purpose of obtaining a thorough 
classical and theological education in some college and theological 
institution. The board of directors may, however, in exceptional cases, 
grant aid to other candidates who in their judgment have such natural 
talents as will fit them, through the aid the society may furnish, to render 
useful service in the Christian ministry. 

Sect. 3. No person shall be aided from the funds of the society 
who uses tobacco in any form or intoxicating liquor as a beverage. 
Any young man applying for assistance must obtain satisfactory testi- 
monials from three or more persons well acquainted with him and 
his circumstances {e, g,, his minister, instructor, a magistrate or some 
other influential and worthy man in the vicinity), stating his age, 
place of residence, pecuniary needs, moral and religious character, church 
connection, talej;its, previous education, and his desire to devote his life 
to the Christian ministry. These testimonials must be sealed. The ap- 
plicant must also present his request for examination and recommenda- 
tion to some examining committee in his neighborhood. If no such 
committee exists, the applicant or his friends may notify^ the secretary 
of his wish for aid, and the secretary shall appoint a committee for his 
examination. 

Sect. 4. When a candidate has been thus examined and recommended 
to the board of directors, he may be received on trial for a period of 
three months. 

Sect. 5. Every candidate received on trial shall renew his applica- 
tion and make his returns to the board in season for each appropriation. 

Sect. 6. If any candidate receiving assistance from the society shall 
marry during his course of study, his appropriation thereupon shall 
cease ; but the directors may at their discretion aid candidates who, after 
they have been married, commence a course of study for the Christian 
ministry. 

SUB-CHAPTER III. — APPROPRIATIONS. 

Section i. The amount appropriated to approved candidates shall be 
determined by the directors, but the number of regular appropriations 
to each applicant in the college course shall not exceed twelve, and in 
the theological course shall not exceed nine. 

Sect. 2. Every candidate before receiving any appropriation shall

subscribe to the following obligation, which shall remain in the hands of 
the secretary of the society subject to the order of the directors : 

I do hereby covenant and agree with the American College and 
Education Society that, in the event of my voluntarily relinquishing my 
course of preparation for or failing to enter into the work of the ministry, 
or continuing therein fo^ three years, or being discontinued from the 
assistance of the American College and Education Society for a failure 
to comply with its rules, I will, within three years thereafter, repay to said 
society the. whole amount of the money received from said society, with 
interest on the same from the time of my receiving it.

SUB-CHAPTER IV. — SCHOLARSHIPS. 

Section i. The scholarships of this society shall be of two classes: 
permanent and temporary. A permanent scholarship shall consist of one 
thousand dollars, the income only of which shall be appropriated. A 
temporary scholarship shall consist of an annuity, or .subscription of 
seventy-five dollars a year, continued for seven years. 

Sect. 2. For every temporary scholarship the directors will endeavor 
to aid in educating one young man for the Christian ministry ; and for 
every permanent scholarship the directors will endeavor to aid in educat- 
ing a succession of young men for the ministry in proportion to the funds 
intrusted to the directors for that purpose. 

Sect. 3. In cases where a scholarship is founded by an individual it 
shall be designated by the name of the donor, unless the donor shall 
assign to it some other name ; and where a scholarship is founded by 
several individuals it shall be called by such name as they may agree 
upon, or if none is given, then by such name as the directors shall 
designate. 

Sect. 4. Any donor may designate a candidate for his foundation, 
provided the person designated seems to the directors to possess the 
necessary qualifications. 

Sect. 5. Each scholarship shall have placed upon it, as speedily as 
may be after it is established, some approved student who is pursuing a 
regular course of study.

Section i. The society shall carefully investigate the condition and 
the claims of all institutions of Christian learning seeking its aid ; shall 
limit its benefactions to such institutions as are entirely independent of 
ecclesiastical or political control ; shall make its appropriations in such a 
manner as to meet as far as possible the wishes of donors ; and, in pay- 
ing over to any institution granted funds, shall require a satisfactory 
guarantee in writing, on the part of that institution, that the conditions 
specified by the donors shall be scrupulously observed, and that the funds 
received by it shall be repaid in case the aim of the institution be in any 
way diverted from the objects of the society, as defined in its charter 
and by-laws. 

Sect. 2. In addition to its regular officers or agents the society may 
employ, in raising funds for the current expenses of institutions and for 
the endowment of the same, such officers of the said institutions as it 
may be expedient temporarily to withdraw from their appropriate duties ; 
but with the agreement that the said officers shall bear the society's 
commission, shall make their collections under such restrictions and 
directions as in each case the board of directors may deem necessary, 
and shall pay all funds collected into the society's treasury, to be received 
by the institutions which the said officers represent, in the same manner 
and upon the same terms as other grants. 

Sect. 3. All appropriations in aid of institutions shall be for the spe* 
cific purposes following, and for those only, to wit : 

(i) For the support of instructors. 

(2) For the purchase of books or other apparatus of instruction. 

(3) For the permanent endowment of chairs of instruction. 

It is herein provided, however, that funds definitely designated by the 
donors to some other purpose than the above mentioned shall be appro- 
priated for the purpose designated. 

Sect. 4. Funds obtained by an officer of the society for the endow- 
ment of any institution shall be liable to a charge, as the financial com- 
mittee may order, in repayment of the society's expenses. 

sub-chapter II. — WHAT SHALL BE REQUIRED OF INSTITUTIONS 
APPLYING. 

Section i. Every institution making application for aid shall present 
to the society a copy of its act of incorporation and of its by-laws ; 
the names of its trustees, officers, ^nd student^ ; and all documents and 
information needful to inform the society as to its relation to the State 
and the churches amidst which it is situated; its general standing and 
its need of the assistance sought. 

Sect. 2. No application from ^y. institution shall be received by the 
society unless authorized and authQntic;s^ted by its board of trustees. 
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Sect. 3. It shall be the duty of the president of each institution 
under the society's care to report to the society, at least annually, the 
financial condition of the said institution, its important statistics, and the 
state of learning .and of religion within it; and to keep the society 
apprised of all facts relating to the institution which may have a bear- 
ing upon the society's action concerning it. 

SUB-CHAPTER III. — WHAT KIND OF AN INSTITUTION MAY APPLY.

6. Accompanying the application there must be : 

(i) A copy of the legislative act, general or special, by virtue of 'which 
the institution was incorporated. 
(2) A catalogue of its faculty and students. 

7. As soon as it is admitted to the aid of the society its trustees shall 
execute an agreement with the society, in such form as the directors 
shall prescHbe, wherein shall be set forth in detail the work which such 
institution contemplates and its relation to the objects and purposes of 
the society. 

CHAPTER TENTH. 

MEMBERS. 

Section i. Upon the decease of any corporate member of this 
society the vacancy may be filled by electing a new member in his place, 
by ballot, at the next annual meeting, provided such individual shall have 
been first nominated by the board of directors. 

Sect. 2. All honorary life members of the American Education So- 
ciety and of the Society for the Promotion of Collegiate and Theologi- 
cal Education, constituted such previous to May 27, 1874, shall be 
honorary life members of the American College and Education Society. 

Sect. 3. The sum required to constitute a person an honorary mem- 
ber of the American College and Education Society shall be thirty- 
dollars. 

CHAPTER ELEVENTH. 

CHANGING the BY-LAWS. 

These by-laws shall be changed only by the vote of two thirds of 
the corporate members present at a meeting, notice of the intended 
amendment or amendments having been given at a previous meeting. 
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CONDITIONS TO BE OBSERVED BY THE IN- 
STITUTION THAT APPLIES FOR AID. 

1. Its main object must be to further the interests of Christian 
learning. 

2. It must not be under the control of the State. 

3. It must not be under the control of any presbytery, synod, asso- 
ciation, conference, convention, or other ecclesiastical body. 

4. It must be under the control of a self-perpetuating board of trust. 

5. If a college, it cannot be received until it has formed a freshman 
class. 

6. Accompanying the application there must be : 

(i) A copy of the legislative Act, general or special, by virtue

(2) A catalogue of its officers and students. 

7. As soon as it is received, its trustees are expected to execute the 
"agreement," a copy of which is herewith printed. 

8. As a rule no Eastern money goes into buildings. 



AGREEMENT.

its charter and by-laws ; or shall divert any donation of money or other 
property made through the said American College and Education So- 
ciety from the special use to which the donor or donors thereof may have 
designated or limited it ; then all the moneys and other property which 
shall have been appropriated and paid or delivered to the said 

by the said American College and Education Society, shall thereupon 
revert to the said American College and Education Society ; and they, 
the said do hereby covenant and agree for themselves 

and their successors that they will forthwith well and truly pay, grant, 
convey, turn over, and transfer the same, or cause the same to be paid, 
granted, conveyed, turned over, and transferred to the said American 
College and Education Society, or the value of any of the same that can- 
not be identified and so conveyed, turned over, and transferred, and also 
that they will account for and return, pay, convey, turn over, and trans- 
fer to the said American College and Education Society any and all funds 
or property which shall have been diverted from the purposes for which 
it may have been donated, as designated by the donor or donors thereof; 
or if for any reason the specific property donated or any portion 
thereof cannot be identified and so conveyed, turned over, and trans- 
ferred, then the value of the same.
